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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over either one of SU 
888921 or SU 843931. SU 888921 discloses an electroplasmolyser having an outer 
body (1), a process good supply structure (2), a drum with pins which are disposed on 
the outer surface of the drum, a conduit for supplying juice, electrodes (10) formed on 
the body and a source of three-phase current. The electrodes (10) are spaced from the 
drum and form a channel in the bottom part of the body. The entry part is perforated to 
remove the juice. SU 843931 discloses an electroplasmolyser for vegetable raw 
materials which has a body (1) with electrodes (4) and an internal drum (2) with vanes, 
and a process good supply structure (3). The drum is fitted with circular electrodes (8) 
which are spaced from one another. The electrodes on the body are disposed on 
sections of the circumference with segments of the perimeter equal to 1 70 degrees 
transversely relative to the longitudinal axis of the drum and are separate plates with 
gaps therebetween. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to have electric field strength in either one of the 
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references of 10kV/cm be built up in the space between the electodes within no more 
than 3usec, since it has been held that the provision of adjustable ranges, where 
needed, involves only routine skill in the art. In re Stevens, 101 USPQ 284 (CCPA 
1954). It would have been further obvious matter of design choice to have supply and 
discharge rakes, since applicant has not disclosed that having such a design solves any 
stated problem or is for any particular purpose and it appears that the invention would 
perform equally well.
